SAIGON (AP) — The total of 


American battle casualties in 
Vietnam dropped sharply last 
week despite fighting along the 
Cambodian border. The number 
of dead was the lowest in more 
than six years. 


The U.S. Command said eight 


Americans were killed and 72 
wounded during the week of 
Oct. 3-9, compared to 21 killed 
and 117 wounded in the pre- 
vious week. 


It was the smallest number 


of Americans killed in combat 
since the week of Aug. 22-28, 
1965, when six were killed, the 
command said. 


Another 10 Americans died 


last week of nonhostile causes, 
the command reported. 


Field reports said 52 North 


Vietnamese were killed today 
in a battle four miles northeast 
of the Cambodian rubber plan- 
tation town of Krek when a 
South Vietnamese ranger bat- 
talion supported by armored 
cavalry collided with an enemy 
company and some rear guard 
units.

FT. MEADE, Md. (AP) - A 


general who lost a star and his 
career because of My Lai testi- 
fies today as a witness against 
Col. 
Oran K. Henderson, the 


only officer brought to court- 
martial on charges of attempt- 
ing to conceal the 1968 mas- 
sacre of civilians. 


Brig. Gen. Samuel W. Koster 


will be one of the prosecution's 
last and most important wit- 
nesses in Henderson's 
eight- 


week-old trial. 


Koster, 51, was commander 


of the Americal Division, par- 
ent unit of Henderson's llth In- 
fantry' Brigade, when a com- 
pany in that brigade made its 
bloody sweep through the South 
Vietnamese village. 


Like Henderson, Koster once 


was charged with dereliction of 
duty. But the charges were dis- 
missed last January and four 
months later Koster was de- 
moted from major general, in 
effect the death knell to his ca- 
reer. 


Henderson is being tried on 


charges that he failed to con- 
duct a proper investigation into 
reports of indiscriminate kill- 
ings of civilians; that he failed 
to forward the allegations to 
higher command; and that he 
bed twice to a Pentagon in- 
quiry. 


Koster, born in West Uberty, 


Iowa, has held a number of im- 
portant Army posts in his 29- 
year career, including that of 
commandant of the U.S. Mili- 
tary Academy at West Point. 


Koster became a major gen- 


eral March 1, 1968—15 days be- 
fore the My I,ai operation--and 
was promoted to West Point 
three months later. But when 
charges were preferred against 
him, Koster resigned the post 
with an emotional lunch-time 
speech to the massed cadets. 


The prosecution, at a recent 


out-of-court hearing, contended 
that this was the sequence of 
events in the period after My 
Lai:

curtailment of natural gas de- 
livery. 


Alvin A. Kurtz, the presiding 


examiner, said the proposed 
plan was "discriminatory and 
preferential." 


The company filed the plan 


last May 18 in response to «n 
FPC policy statement of April 
15 requiring interstate gas pipe- 
line companies to assure the 
best service possible during 
coming winter months. 


Arkla 
proposed 
to place 


strongest emphasis on serving 
what it termed "human needs" 
customers 
such as schools, 


churches, hospitals and resi- 
dences. 


Should a gas shortage occur, 


the company proposed to cur- 
tail service first to contractual- 
ly interuptible customers. 


The next to lose service would 


be customers that can use al- 
ternate fuels, and then those 
that cannot use alternate fuels. 


Next in line would be small 


industrial customers and last of 
all the "human needs" group. 


The plan originally was to 


take effect last June 15 but was 
suspended by the FPC to Oct. 
15 at the request of the Arkan- 
sas Public Service Commission 
which contended the curtail- 
ment procedure could cause an 
electric power shortage in Ar- 
kansas. 


Kurtz concluded the proposed

equal treatment for the utility's 
customers. 


Kurtz said his decision does 


not prejudice the 
company's 


right to file a lawful curtail- 
ment proposal. 


Parties have 30 days to file

no review the decision will be- 
come final at the end of the 40- 
day period.

pect that low levels of U.S. aid 
to Chile may be reduced even 
further. 


The 
State 
Department 


Wednesday denounced the ex- 
propriation without payment as 
"deeply disappointing and dis- 
turbing," but withheld any spe- 
cific punitive action against the 
11-month old Socialist govern- 
ment of President Salvador Al- 
lende. 


U.S. 
officials 
advocating 
a 


soft approach toward Chile say 
punitive actions could produce 
a wave of sympathy for Chile, 
leaving the United States more 
harmed than Chile. 


Supporters of a hard line ar- 


gue that to do nothing could 
jeopardize U.S. investments in 
Latin America, exposing 
the 


United States as little more than 
a "paper tiger" and risking 
strong congressional 
opposition 


to the entire foreign-assistance 
program. 


Chile has not received a U.S. 


bilateral loan for years but has 
several loan applications pend- 
ing in Interamerican Develop- 
ment Bank where the United 
States wields considerable in- 
fluence. 


The belief here is that suf- 


ficient votes from other bank 
members could be rounded up 
to insure defeat for the loan ap- 
plications. 


U.S. officials said Wednesday 


no decision has been made on 
the loan applications. 


They conceded, however, that 


the expropriation issue "is a 
factor we would have to take 
into account." 
On economic 


grounds alone, they said, rejec- 
tion of the loan applications 
may be appropriate in that 
Chile has no right to expect 
taxpayer-financed loans when it 
has created an environment 
hostile to foreign private in- 
vestment.
